As predicted sometime ago, the 
NAIL situation has taken a change 
for the better. For the first time in 
several months, a recent proposal 
was received for several carloads 
of nails for fairly prompt delivery. 
Some sizes are still unobtainable; 
however, the outlook is brighter. 

The lubricant situation looks 
really dark at present. This situa- 
tion can be attributed to two facts. 
Lack of containers and also the 
scarcity of lubricant. No proposals 
received recently on three carloads. 
The motor oil situation is not quite 
so bad; however, the price is grad- 
ually rising and there are fewer 
companies bidding on this commod- 
ity. 

Government Controls Slacken 

Government controls over indus- 
‘ry are finally in the process of dis- 

lution. Government by early next 

ear is slated to revert to practi- 
cally the same advisory and law en- 
forcement role as before the war. 

There is the general feeling that 
sometime this winter, the sellers’ 
market will taper off, except in the 
case of automobiles and housing. 
Barring the outlook of a rash of 
strikes in basis industries, it is the 
feeling that when supply and de- 
mand factors come into the balance, 
the seller will be in the position of 
having to create a market.

drinks. 

288 Buttons Given 

Following the meal, 288 service 
buttons were presented to employees 
of the Raleigh office, Central Pri- 
son, Equipment Depot, Woman’s 
Prison and Camp Polk by Chairman 
A. H. Graham of the Commission. 

Senior Locating Engineer W. F. 
Morson, with a continuous service 
record of 28 years and four months, 
was the senior employee in the 
state to receive a service button for 
25-years-plus. 

A total of 85 received buttons or 
pins for 5-10 years, 75 for 10-15 
years, 36 for 15-20 years, 87 for 20- 
25 and 10 for 25-plus years.

Commission Has 
Brief Meeting, 
Honors MeCrary 


Raleigh—The State Highway 
and Public Works Commission met 
briefly here October 30 to aet on 
routine monthly business matters 
bbe adjourned in memory of D. B. 
| McCrary of Asheboro, former high- 
way chairman who died October 28. 

Upon motion of Commissioner 
Henry W. Jordan and seconded by 
Commissioner T. Max Watson, the 
Commission unanimously adopted 
a resolution eulogizing the late Mr. 
McCrary. Text of the resolution is 
reprinted on page two of this pub- 
lication. 

The Commission gave its approv- 
al to Commissioner Watson’s action 
of allocating $700,000 in federal 
aid funds for the widening and im- 
proving of Franklin Street, in Gas- 
tonia, provided the P&N Railroad 
removes its tracks from along the 
thoroughfare. 

The present congested condition 
of Franklin Street, urban route of 
US 29 and 74, was deseribed as “‘de- 
plorable” by Watson, who explained 
that the city of Gastonia is making 
every effort to have the tracks mov- 
ed to another right-of-way so the 
street can be improved. 

New Additions Approved 

The Commission approved the ad- 
dition of 122.6 miles of road to the 
state road map, with most of the 
new links consisting of cut-offs and 
by-passes. 

The additions were: Martin—4.4 
miles from Oak City south te NC 
11; Northampton—6.6 miles. from 
Camp’s Store to Garysburg; Gates 
—2.7 miles of Gatesville cut-off; 
Perquimans—2.3 miles of Winfall 
cut-off; Greene—10.1 miles of US 
264 between Snow Hill and Wal- 
stonburg; Onslow—19.9 miles from 
Snead’s Ferry to NC 24; Pitt—8.5 
miles from Greenville to Pactolus; 
Wake—4.4 miles from Raleigh over 
NC 59 and new location to US 1; 
Wilson—4.0 miles of by-pass south- 
west of Wilson; Moore—0.9 mile of 
connection between NC 2 and US 1 
north of Southern Pines; Robeson 
—0.3 mile of eonnection between 
NC 211 and US 301 at north city 
limits of Lumberton; Robeson—2.2 
miles of extension of NC 83 from 
US 501 to NC 1380; Burke-Catawba 
—11.7 miles of by-pass south of 
Hickory; Rutherford—2.5 miles 
from Spindale to Ruth, thence

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


KNOW YOUR CAR 

Your car is a 2-ton projec- 
tile, capable of a speed from 
70 to 100 miles an hour. At a 
speed of 45 miles an hour, it 
takes 160 feet to stop it if it 
is in perfect mechanical con- 
dition. 

Reaction time, that is, the 
time it takes to move your foot 
from the accelerator to the 
brake, consumes from three- 
fourths of a second to a second 
and a half, during which time 
your car has travelled some 55 
feet at 45 miles an hour. Dur- 
ing that period, your car is 
completely out of control. 

Its power as a projectile is 
tremendous. Its design lends 
itself to battering power. 
The bumper placed in front to 
protect its fenders is about 
shin height—the proper dis- 


tance off the ground to break 
the legs of an adult even at 
slow speeds. 


Its two tons is supported on 
rubber-tired wheels with an 
effective crushing weight on 
each, of 1,000 pounds. Impact 
adds greatly to this crushing 
weight. 


Modern designs which lower 
the center of gravity also re- 
duce the clearance so that in 
most pedistrain accidents 
where the wheels do not pass 
over the victim’s body, he is 
crushed by the front axle or 
dragged along the ground by 
a projecting part of the chas- 
sis or car body. 


This, then, is the machine 
which, in 1946, will kill 38,000 
persons, injure a million and 
a quarter. and cause almost 
three-quarters of a million 
damage. No single weapon de- 
signed for war has ever wreak-

Canning Records 


The Woman’s Prison cannery 
put up 127,875 gallons of food this 
year, the greatest amount ever 
canned by the wonen prisoners in 
any year, Superintendent Tom Edi- 
son has announced. 

Peaches led the huge list of can- 
ned products with 68,611 gallons 
receiving tin jackets. Apples were 
next with 41,101 gallons canned. 

Edison lauded the work and co- 
operation of the women prisoners 
and the supervisory staff of the, 
prison. Most of the canning work 
was done after regular working 
hours, he explained, with 100-115 
prisoners working from 4 to 11 p.m. 
each night during the canning sea- 
son starting in June and ending in 
October. 

“The girls worked like Trojans 
and never complained,” he said. 

Other canned products were to- 
matoes, sweet potatoes, squash, 
kraut, beets, apple preserves, pear 
preserves, jellies, jams, applesause, 
pumpkin, soup mixture, pepper 
hash, okra and chow-chow.

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McCrary, Former 
Highway Leader, 
Succumbs At 71 


Asheboro—D. B. McCrary, hos- 
iery manufacturer and former 
chairman of the State Highway and 
Public Works Commission, died in 
Randolph hospital here October 28 
after suffering a stroke of paralysis 
the previous day. 

McCrary served continuously on 


the highway commission from 1937 | ; 


until 1945 and was widely known 
for his personal interests in the 
commission and better roads. He 
was chairman from March until 
May in 1941. 

Funeral services were held Octo- 
ber 30 from the First Methodist 
church here, and many highway 
commissioners and commission em- 
ployees attended the last rites. 

McCrary is survived by two sons, 
J. F. McCrary, Asheboro city coun- 
cilman, and C. W. McCrary, chair- 
man of the Asheboro eity schoool 
board, and six grandchildren.

Honored By Award 

After leaving the commission in 
1945, he was honored when offici- 
cials and employees of the highway 
department established the D. B. 
McCrary Award, which is given 
annually to the employee showing 
the most achievement for the de- 
partment. McCrary presented the 
award personally in its first year, 
1945. 

The son of W. F. and Frances McCrary, 
both of Randolph County, McCrary was 
born April 11, 1875, just west of Asheboro. 
After attending public schools, Oak Ridge 
Institute and old Trinity College when the 
school was located in Randolph, he came 
to Asheboro at the age of 22 in 1898 and 
entered the lumber and wood business. 

About a year earlier, however, he had 
entered into a partnership with Tom H. 
Redding here and he commuted from the 
home place. He established a hardware 
business in 1898 and had one of the largest 
wholesale and retail hardware businesses in 
this section of the State, dealing also in 
heavy farm machinery and equipment. 

He was married in 1907 to the former 
Allie Walker of Randolph, who died in 
September of 1944. 

Started in 1909. 

In 1909, McCrary and W. J. Armfield of 
Asheboro purchased the Acme Hosiery Mill; 
then making women’s cotten stockings. The 
Sapona Manufacturing Company of Ceder 
Fals, McCrary Hosiery Mill of Asheboro 
and the Ramseur Hosiery Mill of Ramseur 
were outgrowths of the Acme Industry. The 
McCrary plant began manufacturing full- 
fashioned hosiery in 1927, a gradual change 
took place in the mills from cotton to silk 
and rayon and nylon hosiery. McCrary was 
president of each of the plants, except 
Acme and Armfield is president of that in- 
dustry. 

McCrary was one of the several Randolph 
County men who led the good roads move- 
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D. B. McCrary 


ment in this part of the State about 1918 
when the State matched work of the county 
in improving roads, 

In 1931, McCrary began a movement here 
to erect and maintain a hospital. Through 
public -subscriptions which exceeded the 
original goal and through a like sum from 
the Duke Endowment Fund, Randolph Hos- 
pital, Ince., was opened in 1932. McCrary 
served as president of the corporation until 
his death.

Prices cannot break sharply, as 
labor and material costs of com- 
ponents and finished goods avail- 
able for sale have been high—too 
high for the good of the country. 
Even with the decontrol of OPA, 
prices will rise sharply for a period 
of time. Within this short time of 
decontrol of meats, a decline in 
prices in noticeable. 

Transporation Hints 

There is an acute shortage of 
freight cars at this time and a 
transportation crisis is anticipated. 
To meet this emergency, here are 
some of the steps being taken: 

1. Wherever feasible, cross- 
country freight will be di- 
verted from the rails to 
intercoastal and coastwise 
shipping. More use will be 
made of coastal and inland 
waterways shipping. Where 
necessary, ODT will estab- 
lish embargoes and licensing 
regulations to speed up the 
diversion of cargoes from 
rails to ships. More ships be 
placed in coastal and inter- 
coastal routes. 

The OPA will promptly re- 
view any increased costs in- 
curred by the shippers in 
the diversion to water trans- 
port and grant relief where 
necessary. 

3. CPA will speed up the flow

4. ODT will tighten its regu- 
lations governing less-than- 
carload freight to force maxi- 
mum utilization of all freight 
car space. 

Labor troubles are expected to 
pile up next year. Union contracts 
will expire and negotiation of new 
contracts will be long and tedious 
with numerous strikes. But even 
sooner, even this year, will come a 
lot of reopenings. About 70 percent 
of contracts allow wage reopening 
when government policy changes or 
when cost of living rises above 
specified limits, as it is now doing. 

Packing house workers have been 
ready to strike for sometime, but 
could not strike with empty cattle 
pens. The companies one by one 
will have to close down due to 
strike.
